J a c k s o n v il l e , Fla., Sept. 26.—Secre- 
rotary Alger and party, consisting of 
Geueral Sternberg, surgeon general; 
General Ludington, quartermaster gen­ 
eral, and others, spent Sunday in Jack­ 
sonville, visiting the camp of the Sev­ 
enth aPmy corps. 
The distinguished 
party was met at the station by General 
Lee and a committee of citizens. Gen­ 
eral Aiger inspected the three division 
hospitals, going through every ward. 
He shook hands and spoke encouraging 
words to the sick men, and, in one in­ 
stance, a discharge was asked for by a 
sick pian. His name was taken, and 
the secretary said it would be attended 
to. The regiments of the three di­ 
visions were reviewed. At the conclu­ 
sion of his labors, Secretary Alger said 
in response to a question: 
“ I am highly delighted w ith all I 
have seen, and am very agreeably sur­ 
prised at the conditions that I find ex­ 
isting in Camp Cuba Libre.” 
As Jacksonville has been considered 
to have the best and healthiest camp in 
the country, his statem ent means much. 
A luncheon was tendered to the sec­ 
retary and party at noon, and in re­ 
sponse to a toast, drunk standing, he 
M id in part that the health of this camp 
has been better than that of any other 
in the country. 
Twenty-five per cent 
of that has been due to the city of Jack­ 
sonville and 76 per cent had been due to 
General Lee. Sickness was largely the 
fault of commanders, division, regimen­ 
tal and company commanders. He had 
granted General Lee a short leave of ab­ 
sence. 
The organizing and equipping of an 
arm y of 250,000 men carrying on a war 
in two continents in the space of three 
months had been a tremendous under­ 
taking. 
The secretary of war had been 
ably assisted in this undertaking by 
the surgeon general and the quarter­ 
master department. Their work had 
been little sin rt of miraculous. 
At another point he said in part: 
* 'U nited States Senator Morgan said to 
me before he left for the Hawaiian Isl­ 
ands: ‘The world has never seen, nor 
will it see again, the mobilization of 
such an army and the accomplishing 
w ith it of what has been done with this 
one in such a short period.* 
“ It matters not w hat may become of 
me. 
I may be buried in oblivion or in 
the grave, but the unbiased historian 
will give the world the impartial reoord 
of w hat has been accomplished, and 
th e record will stand forever as a monu 
anent to the greatness of this nation and 
of its boundless resources.” 
The secretary further along 
said: 
“ We should have a standing army 
enough for our needs. 
W e should have 
a great navy, that we may take our 
place among the leading nations of the 
world. 
“ W hen the war began I issued an 
order that the north and south should 
be brigaded together. They have been 
united, and it is proven that the sec­ 
tional lines of the north and south no 
longer exist, and I thank God that I 
have lived to see the day when we have 
a united country.*’ 
Surgeon General Sternberg, in an in­ 
terview, said that he did not think he 
should be held responsible for the mis­ 
takes of all the officers under him, and 
yet he had been criticised for all that 
had happened. Requisitions for sup­ 
plies had been promptly filled. He did 
not know of but one item that had been 
cut from a requisition, and that was for 
chewing gum. ________

The re­ 
cords of Die w a r department and the as­ 
sistance of its officers shall be subject to 
your call. 
“ I cannot impress 
upon you bib 
strongly my wish that your investiga­ 
tion shall be so thorough and complete 
that your report, when made, will fix 
the responsibility for any ftulure or 
fault by reason of neglect, incompe­ 
tency or mal administration upon the 
officers and bureaus responsible there­ 
for—if it be found that the evils com­ 
plained of have existed. 
“The people of the country are en­ 
titled to know whether or not the citi* 
zeus who so promptly responded to th* 
call of duty have beeu neglected or mis­ 
used or maltreated by the government 
to which they so willingly gave their 
services, 
lf there have been wrongs 
committed the wrongdoers must not es­ 
cape conviction aud punishment.*’

He *hook hands and spoke encouraging 
words to the sick men, and, in one in­ 
stance, a discharge was asked for by a 
sick man. 
His name was taken, and 
the secretary said it would be attended 
to. 
The regiments of the three di­ 
visions were reviewed. 
At the conclu­ 
sion of his labors, Secretary Alger said 
in response to a question: 
“I am highly delighted with all I 
have seen, and am very agreeably sur­ 
prised at the conditions that I find ex­ 
isting in Camp Cuba Libre.” 
As Jacksonville has been considered 
to have the best and healthiest camp in 
the country, his statement means much. 
_ A luncheon was tendered to the sec­ 
retary and party at noon, and in re­ 
sponse to a toast, drunk standing, he 
said in part that the health of this camp 
has been better than that of any other 
in the country. 
Twenty-five per cent 
of that has been due to the city of Jack­ 
sonville and 76 per cent had been due to 
General Lee. 
Sickness was largely the 
fault of commanders, division, regimen­ 
tal and company commanders.

I adm it that we have some mis­ 
trust of the protestations of friendship 
of the autonomists, who were formerly 
loyal Spaniards, but we must leave ev­ 
ery door open to any one who wishes to 
join the independence movement.*’ 
Fernando Frey re, auditor general nu­ 
der the Cubau government, which he 
represents in Havana as a special com­ 
missioner, with the avowed purpose 
only of informing the Cubans in the 
cities regarding the nature and aims of 
the Cuban government, accorded me 
the following interview this morning, 
mainly spontaneous but partly elicited 
by questions: 
**My mission is simply to encourage 
confidence in the generosity of the 
American government and the disinter­ 
ested nature of its efforts. I endeavor to 
persuade all Cuban patriots to forget 
the past hatred aud bury all animosity 
against the Spaniards and those Cubans 
who aided Spain. 
The task has been 
lasy so far, as all desire to hasten 
peace, 
the only difficulty being the 
Spanish failure to recognize the arm is­ 
tice fully. This failure consists in their 


maintaining high duties, preventing our 
importing supplies for our men and by 
the violation of the armistice near oar 
camps, killing one of our officers near 
Guinea and imprisoning another at 
Matanzas. 
The latter went to Gaines, 
and then by Spanish advice to Matanzas, 
to complain of the death of the first. 
They continue the detention of political 
prisoners in Cuba who are of the same 
sort as those already released in Spain. 
" I am absolutely confident from the 
correspondence between President Mc­ 
Kinley and Estrada Palma of the Cuban 
junta that it is the intention of the ad­ 
ministration to recognize the complete 
Independence of Cuba. 
W hatever may 
happen regarding annexation in the fu­ 
ture, even should the whole Cuban peo­ 
ple ask for annexation, I am certain 
that the American government would 
not grant it—-at least till after inde­ 
pendence had been recognized. 
If after 
establishing an independent government 
a plebiscite showed a desire for annexa­ 
tion, no doubt it would receive favora­ 
ble consideration at Washington. 
"T he only question is in w hat form 
America would recognize our independ­ 
ence. 
America cannot recognize the 
present government; that is oat of the 
question. 
We woald not ask or wish 
that, because under our laws the pres­ 
ent government was only authorized for 
the war. This present government has 
arranged for an assembly to be held at 
Camagney Oct. IO. The assembly w ill 
comprise 48 delegates, some 01 whom 
are already being elected in Havana 
province by balloting, begun yesterday 
and ending tomorrow. 
The votes are 
only to be taken where the Cabans con­ 
trol in the fields and in the few cities at 
present in our hands. The total vote in 
the island will be probably slightly 
more than 26,000, the total cast in An­ 
gust, 1897. 
We do not consider that 
this vote fully represents the whole is­ 
land by any means, but adopt it as the 
best method at our disposal and will 
provide for a full election later for an 
assembly to frame an entirely new con­ 
stitution and government. 
"The doty of the assembly of Oct. IO 
will be simply to arrange for a census 
of the voters of the whole island, make 
the necessary modifications in the elec­ 
tion law and appoint a commission to 
visit Washington to consult regarding 
a later election, the form of the inde­ 
pendent government desired, the nature 
of the constitntion, etc. 
No decision 
will be arrived at on these points pend­ 
ing the return of this commission from 
Washington, but it is already possible 
to outline the platform of the Cuban 
national paity. 
"Manhood suffrage for all expressing 
a desire to become Cuban citizens will 
oe open to all holding property or inter­ 
ests in the island or having a Cuban 
wife or children, born on the island or 
having a residence ou the island prior 
to the beginning of the war in February. 
1895. 
"T he constitution contemplated will 
closely follow American lines, with the 
modifications necessitated by the small­ 
ness of Cuba’s population. It is impos­ 
sible on this account in our democratic 
republic to follow the full federal char­ 
acter of the United States constitntion, 
but a sim ilar decentralization of the 
government authority w ill be our aim 
to the utmost possible extent. 
"W e believe the occupation by Amer­ 
ican troops should not last beyond the 
evacuation. Anything further would be 
warranted only by the lack of discipline 
in our forces or by disturbances in the 
cities. 
But our forces are thoroughly 
disciplined, aud there is not the slight­ 
est danger of a disturbance in the cities. 
Should the Americans desire we would 
supply the soldiers necessary to occupy 
the fortifications vacated by the Span­ 
iards, thus saving risk from climate for 
6,000 or 7,000 American troops that it 
might otherwise be considered necessary 
to send to Cuba. 
"N o Cuban is a soldier from inclina­ 
tion. 
All are anxious to live and work 
peacefully, but all equally determined 
not to lay down their arms till an inde­ 
pendent government is recognized."

some of our own Cuban army is suffi­ 
ciently strong aud well disciplined to 
maintain order 
Cuba will always be 
commercially annexed to the United 
States. Our first duty in organizing the 
government w ill be to build a golden 
bridge for capital and labor between 
the two countries. 
“The question of the hour now is 
how the Cubau army can be fed until it 
is disbanded 
Before the protocol was 
signed the army lived on the resources 
of the enemy. Since then, under strict 
orders from our government, they have 
abstained from taking anything belong­ 
ing to the Spaniards. In the entire army 
of Rodriguez only one man has stolen 
anything. He was a private soldier. He 
was court martialed and will be shot 
today 
I admit that we have some mis­ 
trust of the protestations of friendship 
of tho autouomists, who were formerly 
loyal Spaniards, but we must leave ev­ 
ery door open to any one who wishes to 
join the independence movement.” 
Fernando Frey re, auditor general un­ 
der the Cubau government, which he 
represents in Havana as a special com­ 
missioner, with the avowed purpose 
only of informing the Cubans iii the 
cities regarding the nature and aims of 
the Cubau government, accorded me 
the following interview this morning, 
mainly spontaneous but partly elicited 
by questions: 
‘*My mission is simply to encourage 
confidence in the generosity of the 
American government and the disinter­ 
ested nature of its effort* I endeavor to 
persuade all Cuban patriots to forget 
the past hatred and bury all animosity 
against the Spaniards and those Cubans 
who aided Spain. 
The task has been 
lasy so far, as all desire to hasten 
peace, 
the only difficulty being the 
Spanish failure to recognize the armis­ 
tice fully. This failure consists in their 


maintaining high dirties, preventing our 
importing supplies for our men and by 
the violation of the armistice near our 
camps, killiug ono of our officers near 
Guinea and imprisoning another at 
Matanzas. 
The latter went to Gaines, 
and then by Spanish advice to Matanzas, 
to complain of the death of the first. 
They continue the detention of political 
prisoners in Cuba who are of the same 
sort as those already released in Spain. 
“ I am absolutely confident from the 
correspondence between President Mc­ 
Kinley and Estrada Palma of the Cuban 
junta that it is the intention of the ad­ 
ministration to recognize the complete 
independence of Cuba. 
Whatever may 
happen regarding annexation in the fu­ 
ture, even should the whole Cuban peo­ 
ple ask for annexation, I am certain 
that the American government would 
not grant it—at least till after inde­ 
pendence had been recognized. 
If after 
establishing an independent government 
a plebiscite showed a desire for annexa­ 
tion, no doubt it would receive favora­ 
ble consideration at Washington. 
“ The only question is in what form 
America would recognize our independ­ 
ence. 
America cannot recognize the 
present government; that is out of the 
question. 
We would not ask or wish 
that, because under our laws the pres­ 
ent government was only authorized for 
the war. 
This present government has 
arranged for an assembly to be held at 
Camaguey Oct. IO. 
The assembly will 
comprise 48 delegates, some 01 whom 
are already being elected in Havana 
province by balloting, begun yesterday 
and ending tomorrow. 
The votes are 
only to be taken W’here the Cubans con­ 
trol in the fields and in the few cities at 
present in our hands. The total vote in 
the island will be probably slightly 
more than 26,000, the total cast in Au­ 
gust, 1897. 
We do not consider that 
this vote fully represents the whole is­ 
land by any means, but adopt it as the 
best method at our disposal and will 
provide for a fall election later for an 
assembly to frame an entirely new con­ 
stitution aud government. 
“ The duty of the assembly of Oct. IO 
will be simply to arrange for a census 
of the voters of the whole island, make 
the necessary modifications in the elec­ 
tion law and appoint a commission to 
visit Washington to consult regarding 
a later election, the form of the inde­ 
pendent government desired, the nature 
of the constitution, etc. 
No decision 
will be arrived at on these points pend­ 
ing the return of this commission from 
Washington, bat it is already possible 
to outline the platform of the Cuban 
national patty. 
“ Manhood sn Af rage for all expressing 
a desire to become Cuban citizens will 
be open to all holding property or inter­ 
ests in the island or having a Cuban 
wife or children, born on the island or 
having a residence on the island prior 
to the beginning of the war in February, 
1895. 
“ The constitution contemplated will 
closely follow American lines, with the 
modifications necessitated by the small­ 
ness of Cuba’s population. It is impos­ 
sible on this account in oar democratic 
republic to follow the full federal char­ 
acter of the United States constitution, 
but a similar decentralization of the 
government authority will be our aim 
to the utmost possible extent 
“ We believe the occupation by Amer­ 
ican troops should not last beyond the 
evacuation. Anything further would be 
warranted only by the lack of discipline 
in our forces or by disturbances in the 
cities. 
But our forces are thoroughly 
disciplined, and there is not the slight­ 
est danger of a disturbance in the cities. 
Should the Americans desire we would 
supply the soldiers necessary to occupy 
the fortifications vacated by the Span­ 
iards, thus saving risk from climate for 
6,000 or 7,000 American troops that it 
might otherwise be considered necessary 
to send to Cuba. 
“ No Cuban is a soldier from inclina­ 
tion. 
All are anxious to live and work 
peacefully, but all equally determined 
not to lay down their arms till an inde­ 
pendent government is recognized.”

Also F o r A m erican Commerce. 
The recent victory of Sir Herbert 
Kitchener in the Sudan means some­ 
thing more than a mere triumph for 
British arms. 
It has wider and deeper 
significance than is conveyed by the 
statement that the murder of General 
Gordon has been avenged. 
England’s 
greatest desert fighter did not plan one 
of the most successful military expedi­ 
tions in history merely to avenge the 
death of Gordon. 
The capture of Om- 
durman and Khartum means the ulti­ 
mate completion of an nnbroken chain 
of British possessions from Cape Colony 
to the Mediterranean. 
The captured 
cities are to be way stations in one of 
the richest valleys in the world, which, 
under British control, will be thrown 
open to the commerce of all nations. 
The American producers and manu­ 
facturers will have equal opportunities 
with the people of all nations in the 
development of the Nile valley. It is 
true that the British policy is to follow 
the flag with British commerce, but it 
is also their policy to open the doors to 
all nations. 
This region is destined to 
be another India, with a rich and con­ 
stantly growing market for all the 
products of civilization. In this land of 
matchless fertility and undeveloped re 
sources the American producer is pre­ 
sented with opportunities equal to those 
that are offered by the orient.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

of cultivating close and friendly rela­ 
tions with Great Britain, but he has 
made no secret of his unalterable oppo­ 
sition to anything in the nature of an 
actual Auglo-American alliance. 
This will be a great disappointment 
to the British foreign office, which en­ 
tertained strong hopes that as secretary 
of state he would be favorable to a 
specific arrangement between the United 
States and Great Britain in treating the 
Chinese question. 
Mr. Hay, however, 
will oppose it. 
He recognizes that the 
interests of the two countries regarding 
China are identical, but he believes 
they should act separately. 
As Sagasta intends to press a claim 
for compensation for public buildings 
and other government chattels in Porto 
Rico, Cuba aud the Philippines it is in­ 
teresting to know that Mr. Hay consid­ 
ers such claims to be absurd, as all ter­ 
ritory surrendered by Spain includes 
government property. 
He is also ap­ 
parently in favor of retaining all the 
Philippine islands. His views will nat­ 
urally influence the commissioners sent 
'o Paris.—New York Journal.

SITUATION IN CRETE. 


G x -M in U tr r A utcell F o r e s e e * S e r io u s 
T r o u b le In th e R e c e n t Im b r o g lio . 
James B. Angell, the retiring minis 
ter to Turkey, said: “ When I left Con­ 
stantinople, it was clear that the situa­ 
tion in Crete was becoming desperate. 
Its development and the recent slaugh­ 
ter prove how serious the position is. It 
will require special and extreme reme­ 
dies. It is not easy to discern the wisest 
course to restore permanent order, but 
the action of tho powers mast be vigor­ 
ous. It is certain that Turkey will not 
easily be got to withdraw her troops. 
The present lawlessness is deplorable, 
but Turkey doesn’t care for the sacrifice 
of life. It u not much to the Turks. 
“ Every action of the sultan, who is 
the absolute monarch, in defying the 
powers and refusing to pay recent claims 
has met with the approval of his sub­ 
jects. He is incensed at the refusals of 
the admirals to allow him to increase 
the Turkish garrison in Crete. The set­ 
tlement of the question now becomes 
absolutely necessary from every stand­ 
point. But Turkey will offer resistance 
throngh the sultan, who has gained 
great prestige with the people since the 
Greek war, which strengthens bis hand. 
The whole question is full of anxiety. 
It may lead to serious complications. 
America has no interest in Crete save 
for humanity. I consider the czar’s pro­ 
posal for international disarmament 
worth favorable consideration. America 
has always favored such an idea. I be­ 
lieve America will assist in bringing 
about a reduction of armament, as huge 
armies are too burdensome to all coun­ 
tries. As to an Anglo-American alli­ 
ance, I favor a better understanding 
without a formal community of inter­ 
ests. I don’t think an offensive and de­ 
fensive alliance is possible, bot hope 
any effort to promote a better under­ 
standing may succeed. It would lead to 
greater freedom of trade and many other 
beneficial results. ”—New York Journal

Consul General Mason sends from 
Frankfort, under date of Aug. 22, 1898, 
the following translation of an article 
in the Frankfurter Zeitnng of Aug. *20, 
1898. The article is especially apropos 
just now, as it discusses the results of 
the war. Some of the striking para­ 
graphs follow: 
“ The couclnsion of peace which ends 
the Spauish-American war marks anew 
epoch in history not only for tho United 
States, but likewise for Europe. The 
United States has taken an important 
step toward the exclusive control of the 
American continent. It has also reached 
beyond that and claimed its share in the 
conduct of the world’s affairs. Since it 
now controls the West Indies the con­ 
struction of the Nicaraguan canal will 
be no longer delayed. Then will the 
eastern and western portions of the Un­ 
ion be brought into closer relations, 
which will be of important significance 
not only for the commerce, but for the 
naval power of the United States. 
“ From San Francisco westward by 
way of Hawaii and the Ladrone and 
Philippine islands, which will be de­ 
veloped into strongholds of American 
power, the United States will reach 
across the Pacific ocean to the Asiatic 
coast and will have a powerful voice in 
deciding the destiny of eastern Asia, for 
it has there just as important commer­ 
cial in Crests to foster and protect as 
any of the European powers. That it 
realizes fully the importance of this and 
other questions at issue is evinced by the 
promptness with which it is proceeding 
to a notable strengthening of its navy 
and standing army. 
“ The people of the United States, in 
respect to their resources and capacity 
of performance, oan no longer be com­ 
pared with any other single nation. 
The comparison must be made with the 
entire rest of tho world. They form the 
clearest and most convincing proof that 
the United States is, in fact, a great 
world power and as such must have a 
world policy. 
“ What would have happened had 
Spain triumphed in this war? National 
darkness, narrowness and corruption 
would have prevailed, aud everywhere 
the advocates of political and clerical 
absolutism, which the Spanish govern­ 
mental system breeds and fosters, would 
have 
gained 
new 
and 
important 
strength. But this has not happened, 
and for these ieasons it can be fairly 
said that the victory of the United 
States is a triumph for progress and a 
gain for mankind. 
“ Tho new world power has now some 
new and difficult problems to solve. 
Cuba will present a serious task, and 
the Philippine question will be still 
more complex aud difficult. Cuba eau 
be managed by the Americans alone, 
bat the Philippines are a realm in 
which the interests of other great pow­ 
ers meet and collide. From the manner 
in which the United States government 
meets and solves this problem will be 
seen and demonstrated whether it can 
command the wisdom and moderation 
proportionate to its opportunity and 
power.” 


Both Eye* to Basinet*.

But Turkey will offer resistance 
through the sultan, who has gained 
great prestige with the people since the 
Greek war, which strengthens bis hand. 
The whole question is full of anxiety 
It may lead to serious complications. 
America has no interest in Crete save 
for humanity. I consider the czar’s pro­ 
posal for international disarmament 
worth favorable consideration. America 
has always favored such an idea. 
I be­ 
lieve America will assist in bringing 
about a reduction of armament, as huge 
armies are too burdensome to all coun­ 
tries. 
As to an Anglo-American alli­ 
ance, I favor a better understanding 
withont a formal community of inter­ 
ests. I don’t think an offensive and de­ 
fensive alliance is possible, bat hope 
any effort to promote a better under­ 
standing may succeed. It would lead to 
greater freedom of trade and many other 
beneficial results. ”—New York Journal.

Consul General Mason sends from 
Frankfort, under date of Aug. 22, 1898, 
the following translation of an article 
in the Frankfurter Zeitnng of Aug. *20, 
1898. 
The article is especially apropos 
just now, as it discusses the results of 
the war. Some of the striking para­ 
graphs follow: 
“ The conclusion of peace which ends 
the Spanish-Ainericau war marks anew 
epoch in history not only for tho United 
States, but likewise for Europe. The 
United States has taken an important 
step toward the exclusive control of tho 
American continent. It has also reached 
beyond that and claimed its share in the 
conduct of the world’s affairs. Since it 
now controls the West Indies the con­ 
struction of the Nicaraguan canal will 
be no longer delayed. 
Then will the 
eastern and western portions of tho Un­ 
ion be brought into closer relations, 
which will be of important significance 
not only for the commerce, but for the 
naval power of the United States. 
“ From San Francisco westward by 
way of Hawaii and the Ladrone and 
Philippine islands, which will be de­ 
veloped into strongholds of American 
power, the United States will reach 
across the Pacific ocean to the Asiatic 
coast and will have a powerful voice in 
deciding the destiny of eastern Asia, for 
it has there jnst as important commer­ 
cial interests to foster and protect as 
any of the European powers. That it 
realizes fully the importance of this and 
other questions at issue is evinced by the 
promptness with which it is proceeding 
to a notable strengthening of its navy 
and standing army. 
“ The people of the United States, in 
respect to their resources and capacity 
of performance, oan no longer be com­ 
pared with any other single nation. 
The comparison must be made with the 
entire rest of tho world. They form the 
clearest and most convincing proof that 
the United States is, in fact, a great 
world power and as such must have a 
world policy. 
"What would have happened bad 
Spain triumphed in this war? National 
darkness, narrowness and corrnption 
would have prevailed, and everywhere 
the advocates of political and clerical 
absolutism, which the Spanish govern­ 
mental system breeds and fosters, would 
have 
gained 
new 
and 
important 
strength. But this has not happened, 
and for these reasons it can bo fairly 
said that the victory of tho United 
States is a triumph for progress aud a 
gain for mankind. 
"Tho new world power has now some 
new and difficult problems to solve. 
Cuba will present a serious task, and 
the Philippine question will bo still 
more complex aud difficult. Cuba can 
be managed by the Americans alone, 
but the Philippines are a realm in 
which the interests of other great pow 
ere meet and collide. From the manner 
in which the United States government 
meets and solves this problem will be 
seen and demonstrated whether it can 
command the wisdom and moderation 
proportionate to its opportunity and 
power.’’

At the recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Association For the Advancement 
of Science Professor C. F Wright read 
a paper on ‘‘The Age of Niagara Falls 
as Indicated by the Width of the Gorge 
at Lewiston.” 
‘‘The late Dr. H all,” said the speak­ 
er, “ early noted the significant fact 
that the outlet of the chasm below 
Niagara falls is scarcely wider than 
elsewhere along its course. Clearly this 
is important evidence of the late date 
of its origin. A close examination made 
this summer strengthens the force of 
the argnment, since the disintegrating 
forces tending to enlarge the outlet and 
give it a V shape are more rapid than 
have been supposed. 
“ At the lowest estimate 12,000 years 
only would be required for the enlarge­ 
ment of the upper part of the mouth of 
the gorge 1,000 feet on each side, which 
is largely in excess of the actual amount 
of enlargement. Some of the recent es­ 
timates, therefore, which woald make 
the gorge from 30,000 to 40,000 years 
old are evidently extravagant and must 
incorporate some error in their pre­ 
mises. The gorge cannot be much more 
than 10,000 years old and is probably

A close examination made 
this summer strengthens the force of 
the argument, since the disintegrating 
forces tending to enlarge the outlet and 
give it a V shape are more rapid than 
have been supposed.

THANKS FOR MISS GOULD. 


Her Service* Darina the War B e e - 
ok nixed by the Sew York Council. 
At a recent meeting of the New York 
city council the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted: 
“ Whereas, Miss Helen Goula hat*ex­ 
hibited to the city and the nation at 
argo a conspicuous example of generous 
patriotism by contributing $100,000 to 
tho treasury of the United States at a 
time when the resources of the country 
were taxed to meet thy expenses of the 
late war with Spain, and 
“ Whereas, Miss Gould has displayed 
such practical aud womanly interest in 
the welfare of our sick and wounded 
sailors and soldiers by personal admin­ 
istration aud generous helpfulness; 
therefore be it 
Resolved, That the municipal assem­ 
bly of the city of New York now recog­ 
nizes her distinguished service to the 
government aud people of the United 
States and directs the city clerk to con­ 
vey to her the assurance of its gratitude 
and admiration. ” 
Shortly after making her gift of 
$100,000 to the government Miss Gould 
became an active member of the Wom­ 
en’s National War Relief association, 
which had been organized for the pur­ 
pose of assisting the soldiers in the 
camps and hospitals. Miss Gould has 
since been made assistant director gen­ 
eral of the association, and in the ab­ 
sence of Mrs. Walworth, the director 
general, has presided at most of the 
meetings. One of ber first acts after 
joining the association was to visit the 
hospital ships Relief and Olivette and 
to offer to the surgeons in charge any­ 
thing they might be in need of in the 
equipment of the vessels. In some cases 
her offers have been accepted, and sup­ 
plies were put on board each of these 
vessels. Miss Gould also organized a 
party to visit the hospitals in New York 
harbor, and as a result dietary kitchens 
were established at several of them. 
Miss Gould became especially interested 
in the work at Montauk Point and has 
made several visits to it. After each 
visit she has personally supervised the 
purchase of supplies for the camp. That 
she promptly realized the great demand 
for relief work there was shown by her 
gift of $25,000 to the association, which 
she announced shortly after making her 
seoond visit. With this money the work 
bas been enlarged, and an elaborate 
system was recently put into execution 
for caring for the convalescent soldiers 
returning from the camp.—New York 
Sun.

“ Whereas, Miss Helen Goula ha^ ex­ 
hibited to tho city and the nation at 
large a conspicuous example of generous 
patriotism by contributing 11 OO, OOO to 
tho treasury of the United States at a 
time when tho resources of tho country 
wero taxed to meet thy expenses of the 
lato war with Spain, and 
“ V/hereas, Miss Gould has displayed 
such practical and womanly interest in 
the wolfare of our sick and wounded 
sailors and soldiers by personal adm in­ 
istration 
and 
generous 
helpfulness; 
therefore be it 
“ Resolved, That the municipal assem­ 
bly of the city of New York now recog­ 
nizes ber distinguished service to the 
government and people of tho United 
States and directs the city clerk to con­ 
vey to her the assurance of its gratitude 
and admiration. ” 
Shortly after making her gift of 
$100,000 to the government Miss Gould 
became an active member of tho Wom­ 
en’s National War Relief association, 
which bad been organized for the pur­ 
pose of assisting the sold ie;'a in the 
camps and hospitals. Miss Gould has 
since been made assistant director gen­ 
eral of the association, and in the ab­ 
sence of Mrs. Walworth, the director 
general, has presided at most of the 
meetings. One of her first acts after 
joining the association was to visit the 
hospital ships Relief and Olivette and 
to offer to the surgeons in charge any­ 
thing they might be in need of in the 
equipment of the vessels. In some cases 
her offers have been accepted, and sup­ 
plies were put on board each of these 
vessels. 
Miss Gould also organized a 
party to visit the hospitals in New York 
harbor, and as a result dietary kitchens 
were established at several of them. 
Miss Gould became especially interested 
in the work at Montauk Point and has 
made several visits to it. 
After each 
visit she has personally supervised the 
purchase of supplies for the camp. That 
she promptly realized the great demand 
for relief work there was shown by her 
gift of $25,000 to the association, which 
she announced shortly after making her 
second visit. With this money the work 
has been enlarged, and an elaborate 
system was recently put into execution 
for caring for the convalescent soldiers 
returning from the camp.—New York 
Sun.

to mislead. Owing to existing condi­ 
tions it is impossible even now to fur­ 
nish such information. The difficulty 
lies in tijat situation, so wholly familiar 
to American business men, known as 
“ the uncertainty regarding the tariff.” 
Excepting a few minor modifications, 
the old Spauish tariff has been adopted 
for present use by the new proprietors 
of this island. How long it may be left 
in operation no man can say. The im­ 
mediate result is local complaint and 
loss of business to American merchants. 
The people here are beginning to grum­ 
ble a bit. 
For the first two or three weeks of 
our occupation of a part of the island 
bnsiness was a secondary consideration. 
Everybody was having a kind of holiday 
except the hundreds of laborers, track­ 
men and boatmen, for whom our opera­ 
tions furnished abundant employment 
The majority had their attention and 
interest divided by novel and stirring 
scenes. It was a time of excitement. 
Troops of cavalry, artillery and in­ 
fant^ were coming and going in every 
direction. The streets were filled with 
sightseers, and business men stood in 
their shop doors to watch the little m il­ 
itary drama which was being played 
for their benefit. During this period 
certain lines experienced an unprece­ 
dented activity. The demand for eat­ 
ables and for drinkables was something 
beyond Porto Rican ideas. 
Peddlers of 
fruit, cakes and homemade confection­ 
ery (save the mark) appeared by the 
soore. They came in swarme and droves. 
They pervaded the city and the camps. 
But that is not business. 
After the first days of turmoil things 
began to settle a little. 
Shoppers, sol­ 
diers and sailors, officers and men, 
newspaper correspondents and a few 
other civilians filled the stores in search 
of curios and mementos and for the 
purpose 
of 
replenishing 
wardrobes. 
That meant many sales and many pesos 
in Porto Rican cash boxes. But even 
that was not bnsiness. 
It represented 
only a brief aud temporary condition. 
The rush of it was soon over, and the 
dispersion of troops to other points left 
Ponce to settle a bit into its normal 
state. The settling process has continued 
with the return of troops to the States, 
and matters are now rapidly dropping 
into the normal groove. Merchants are 
looking over stocks depleted through 
several months of uncertain political 
and commercial conditions and are con­ 
sidering their replenishment 
The first problem is the cheapest 
market in which to place their orders, 
and there comes a trouble. The cheapest 
market today may be the dearest tomor­ 
row. A man may place an order for do­ 
mestics in Manchester and an order for 
cutlery in Elberfeld only to find upon 
their arrival that the goods which B., 
his neighbor, ordered a few days later 
from New York enable B. to sell at less 
than A. ’s cost price, with ample margin 
of profit to B. The gates to the Porto 
Rioan merchant’s millennium are not 
yet opened to him, and be gropes in 
outer darkness, hoping for a ray of 
light and grumbling at the new govern­ 
ment which hides it from him. 
These 
conditions affect the American merchant 
who may desire to solicit trade on the 
island. His representative would prob­ 
ably find an active interest in his sam­ 
ples, but he would strike the snag of an 
unknown quantity in tariff regulations 
and stand a good chance of returning 
with little more than a goodly collec­ 
tion of promises of orders—“ next time. ” 
Every commercial traveler and every 
bnsiness man who sends out travelers 
knows very well the commercial value 
of the “ promise book. ” 
Another feature of the commercial 
situation in Porto Rico occurs in the 
line of Americans who contemplate a 
removal to the island and the establish­ 
ment of wholesale or retail business. I 
reserve the question of industrial possi­ 
bilities for another paper and deal here 
only with the commercial. 
My present 
impression is that very little encourage­ 
ment is offered here for the establish­ 
ment of American stores or for the 
establishment of stores by Americans. 
It does not seem to me a good field for 
commercial exploitation. I here are sev- 
>ral things which need to be remember­ 
ed in this connection. Porto Rico is not 
a new country. Its settlement and nom­ 
in a l civilization antedate our own. Its 
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people have their own ways of doing 
business, their own tastes and require­ 
ments. 
They have the conservatism of 
tropical enervation. The island offers 
uo more than a limited market, and the 
stores and warehouses are fully up to 
all present demand. 
The number of customers is also lim­ 
ited. The population of the island is 
given as 800,000. 
Three cities only 
claim a population of over 20,000, and 
none claims 30,000. Some half dozen or 
so may claim in the vicinity of 10,000. 
A heavy percentage of the whole popu­ 
lation consists of a class which buys but 
Ittle. 
From my observations in both 
Pity and country I should say there was 
little encouragement for dealers in boots 
and shoes. 
Men, women and children 
go barefooted. Barefooted they work in 
the fields. Barefooted they go along the 
roads and about the town A Shoes are 
worn, of coarse. 
But neither in Ponce 
nor in Mayaguez, two of the three lar­ 
gest cities, is there a stock of boots and 
shoes in any one store which would be 
considered half a stock in an American 
lity of half their size. Of those I have 
been there have been few goods of 
American manufacture. 
Much the same applies with regard 
to clothing. The great majority of Porto 
Ricans do not burden themselves with 
garments or with a vast assortment of 
them. An old hat, a ragged shirt and a 
pair of dirty cotton or linen trousers 
appear to constitute the entire outfit of 
most of those whom one meets in going 
about the country aud of a very notice­ 
able proportion of those seen in the 
towns. Feminine apparel appears to be 
equally limited along its special line 
of construction. There is little to be 
said about juvenile apparel. Sometimes 
it consists of a rag; sometimes it does 
not. 
Hats are a local industry. 
The 
material used is some form of native 
grass, and a 25 cent hat will last a year 
or two. In house furnishings the same 
general condition obtains. 
Dwellings 
throughout the country are of simple 
construction aud simply furnished. 
I have no data upon which to base 
such a proposition, but the impression 
left bv my observation in the cities and 
by sundry trips of from 20 to 60 miles 
into the country would be quite de­ 
cidedly that the entire retail bnsiness 
of the island would be less in amount 
than that transacted in any American 
city of 150,000 to 200,000 inhabitants. 
There are many articles of American 
manufacture which, if tariff conditions 
will permit, ought to be successfully 
introduced into the Porto Rican market, 
but there would seem to be little chanco 
for American wholesale or retail stores. 
For the present, at least, little can be 
done. There must be some definite ad­ 
justment of the tariff question.

But snapshot judgments and half baked 
opinions are apt to be somewhat more 
than useless because of their tendency 
to mislead. Owing to existing condi­ 
tions it is impossible even now to fur­ 
nish such information. The difficulty 
lies in tljat situation, so wholly familiar 
to American business men, known as 
the uncertainty regarding the tariff.” 
Excepting a few minor modifications, 
the old Spanish tariff has been adopted 
for present use by the new proprietors 
of this island. How long it may be left 
in operation no luau can say. The im­ 
mediate result is local complaint aud 
loss of business to American merchants. 
The people here are beginning to grum­ 
ble a bit. 
For the first two or three weeks of 
our occupation of a part of the island 
business was a secondary consideration. 
Everybody was having a kind of holiday 
except the hundreds of laborers, truck­ 
men and boatmen, for whom our opera­ 
tions furnished abundant employment. 
The majority had their attention and 
interest divided by novel and stirring 
scenes. It was a time of excitement. 
Troops of cavalry, artillery and in­ 
fantry were coming and going in every 
direction. The streets were filled with 
sightseers, and business men stood in 
their shop doors to watch the little m il­ 
itary drama which was being played 
for their benefit. During this period 
certain lines experienced an unprece­ 
dented activity. The demand for eat­ 
ables and for drinkables was something 
beyond Porto Rican ideas. Peddlers of 
fruit, cakes and homemade confection­ 
ery (save the mark) appeared by the 
score. They came in swarme and droves. 
They pervaded the city and the camps. 
But that is not business. 
After the first days of turmoil things 
began to settle a little. Shoppers, sol­ 
diers and sailors, officers and men, 
newspaper correspondents and a few 
other civilians filled the stores in search 
of curios and mementos and for the 
purpose of replenishing wardrobes. 
That meant many sales and many pesos 
in Porto Rican cash boxes. But even 
that was not business. It represented 
only a brief aud temporary condition. 
The rush of it was soon over, and the 
dispersion of troops to other points left 
Ponce to settle a bit into its normal 
state. The sett! ing process has continued 
with the return of troops to the States, 
and matters are now rapidly dropping 
into the normal groove. Merchants are 
looking over stocks depleted through 
several months of uncertain political 
and commercial conditions and are con­ 
sidering their replenishment. 
The first problem is the cheapest 
market in which to place their orders, 
and there comes a trouble. The cheapest 
market today may be the dearest tomor­ 
row. A man may place an order for do­ 
mestics in Manchester and an order for 
cutlery in Elberfeld only to find upon 
their arrival that the goods which B., 
his neighbor, ordered a few days later 
from New York enable B. to sell at less 
than A. ’s cost price, with ample margin 
of profit to B. The gates to the Porto 
Rican merchant’s millennium are not 
yet opened to him, and be gropes in 
outer darkness, hoping for a ray of 
light and grumbling at the new govern­ 
ment which hides it from him. These 
conditions affect the American merchant 
who may desire to solicit trade on the 
island. His representative would prob­ 
ably find an active interest in his sam­ 
ples. bat he would strike the snag of an 
unknown quantity in tariff regulations 
and stand a good chance of returning 
with little more than a goodly collec­ 
tion of promises of orders—“ next time. ” 
Every commercial traveler and every 
business man who sends out travelers 
knows very well the commercial value 
of the “ promise book. ” 
Another feature of the commercial 
situation in Pgrto Rico occurs in the 
line of Americans who contemplate a 
removal to the island and the establish­ 
ment of wholesale or retail business. I 
reserve the question of industrial possi­ 
bilities for another paper aud deal here 
only with the commercial. 
My present 
impression is that very little encourage­ 
ment is offered here for the establish­ 
ment of American stores or for the 
establishment of stores by Americans. 
It does not seem to me a good field for 
commercial exploitation. There are sev­ 
eral things which need to be remember­ 
ed in this connection. Porto Rico is not 
a new country. Its settlement ami nom­ 
inal civilization antedate our own. 
Its 
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people have their own ways of doing 
business, their own tastes and require­ 
ments. They have the conservatism of 
tropical enervation. The island offers 
no more than a limited market, and the 
stores and warehouses are fully up to 
all present demand. 
The number of customers is also lim­ 
ited. The population of the island is 
given as 800,000. 
Three cities only 
claim a population of over 20,000, and 
none claims 30,000. Some half dozen or 
so may claim in the vicinity of 10,000. 
A heavy percentage of the whole popu­ 
lation consists of a class which buys but 
Ittle. From my observations in both 
fity aud country I should say there was 
little encouragement for dealers in boots 
and shoes. Men, women and children 
go barefooted. Barefooted they work in 
the fields. Barefooted they go along the 
roads and about the towns. Shoes are 
worn, of course. 
But neither in Ponce 
nor in Mayaguez, two of the three lar­ 
gest cities, is there a stock of boots and 
shoes in any one store which would be 
considered half a stock in an American 
lity of half their size. Of those I have 
oeeu there have been few goods of 
American manufacture. 
Much the same applies with regard 
to clothing. The great majority of Porto 
Ricans do not burden themselves with 
garments or with a vast assortment of 
them. Au old hat, a ragged shirt and a 
pair of dirty cotton or linen trousers 
appear to constitute the entire outfit of 
most of those whom one meets in going 
about the country aud of a very notice­ 
able proportion of those seen in the 
towns. Feminine apparel appears to be 
equally limited along its special line 
of construction. There is little to be 
said about juvenile apparel. Sometimes 
it consists of a rag; sometimes it does 
not. 
Hats are a local industry. The 
material used is some form of native 
grass, and a 25 cent hat will last a year 
or two. In house furnishings the same 
general condition obtains. Dwellings 
throughout the country are of simple 
construction aud simply furnished. 
I have no data upon which to base 
such a proposition, but the impression 
left bv my observation in the cities and 
by sundry trips of from 20 to 60 miles 
into the country would be quite de­ 
cidedly that the entire retail business 
of the island would tie less in amount 
than that transacted in any American 
city of 150,000 to 200,000 inhabitants. 
There are many articles of American 
manufacture which, if tariff conditions 
will permit, ought to be successfully 
introduced into the Porto Rican market, 
but there would seem to be little chanco 
for American wholesale or retail stores. 
For the present, at least, little can bo 
done. There must be some definite ad­ 
justment of the tariff question. The 


recognition, or even a tentative recogni­ 
tion, of Porto Rico as a part of tho 
United States would do ranch to solve 
many difficulties. It would give to mer­ 
chants bere a working basis. Commer­ 
cially there can be no question that the 
inclusion of the island as an integral 
part of the United States weald be of 
mutual advantage. 
It would give to the people bere a 
broader commercial life, and to as it 
woald give the greater part of what 
market there ii. If the island be given 
some form of colonial government, with 
power to regulate its own customs du­ 
ties and taxes, its trade with the States 
on the American continent will be 
greatly restricted, with no resultant 
benefit to the people. It would also be 
placed in a political situation wbioh I 
ara well convinced would be objection­ 
able to the clearest thinking people of 
the island. They would prefer to be a 
spoke in the American wheel rather 
than a fly upon its rim. 
The free opening of the ports of the 
island to the entry of American goods 
woald give us practically the whole of 
their trade. Nor would this operate to 
the disadvantage of the people of the 
ialand. We must assume that there will 
be in any event a duty placed on im­ 
ports from Europe. 
Free American 
goods versus European goods plus a 
necessary tariff would economize the 
cost of living for the majority if not for 
all. The Porto Rican merchant can now 
purchase domestics and sheetings, aa he 
does, in Liverpool and Manchester, at a 
lower figure than he can in New York. 
Au equal tariff on both would exclude 
the American article. The freedom of 
the port to the American product would 
put those g' ds on the retail market at 
lower prices than those at which they 
are now sold. The same applies to other 
lines which may be regarded as necessi­ 
ties. The doty on flour has been enor­ 
mous. Our trade in that article could 
be very greatly extended aud advantage 
come to both parties. Ho also with some 
if not with all forms of paper. Paper 
bags for grocers and other merchants are 
almost a luxury here. They are so cost­ 
ly that they might almost 1)6 bung on 
the walls as ornaments. 
We can place 
both flour and paper on the island with 
profit to ourselves and with advantage 
to the islanders. 
We can do many 
things with beneficial commercial re­ 
sults to ourselves aud to them, and the 
sooner we get the gates open the better 
it will be for both.

Germany’s young kaiser w ill dedicate 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the 
Saviour in Jerusalem, but equally with 
that fact has attention the world over 
been attracted to the im perial pilgrim ­ 
age to the Holy Laud by the fact that 
it is the first time that the head of a 
Protestant nation invades the home of 
Islamisin to be received there with 
marked honors. 
t 
The sultan of Turkey has made ex­ 
tensive preparations to welcome him in 
the various parts of his dominion that 
are on the kaiser’s itinerary. Not only 
will the pomp of officialdom and the 
glamour of m ilitary pageant; greet Ger 
many’8 ruler and his party in the realm 
of Abdnl Hamid, but the visit w ill be 
specially marked by the gift of the one 
sovereign to the other of the site of the 
Lord’s last supper. 
The date of the kaiser’s departure 
from Germany has been postponed from 
Oct. IO to Oct. 16. Jerusalem will be 
reached toward the end of the month, 
and on the 31st day of the month the 
church for which he has shown so much 
solicitude and which has perhaps the 
strangest surroundings of any Christian 
church the world over, w ill be dedi­ 
cated by him. 
Moslem mosques rear 
their graceful domes and Mohammedan­ 
ism is evident in the minarets that 
pierce the sky on this side and that of 
what w ill probably always be known 
as the kaiser’s church, even though a 


n a m 
e w ill be officially given to it. That 
name is the Evangelical 
Lutheran 
Church of the Saviour. Soon it w ill be 
one of strange Jerusalem ’s strangest 
modern features to the thousands who 
journey to the famed city to see the 
places that knew Christ when he was 
on earth. The building rises far above 
those about it, towering over temples of 
the prophet, perhaps symbolically of 
the greater altitude of the religion for 
which it stands a silent but prominent 
witness. The cost of its erection was 
more tfcan $300,000, and the emperor is 
said to have contributed the greater 
part of the money. The remainder was 
subscribed in various amounts by Prot­ 
estants in all parts of the fatherland. 
W illiam was too deeply in sympathy 
with the movement to see it even delay­ 
ed in its march for lack of money, so 
that when fresh sums were needed it 
was only necessary for him to know it 
and the amounts were forthcoming. 
Some have said that the young kaiser in 
this liberality toward the expenses of 
the building of the church was influ­ 
enced by a desire to use the incident of 
its dedication to establish himself as 
the head of Lutheranism everywhere, 
even as the pope is the head of th e R o ­ 
man Catholic church in all lands. 
A 
more widely accepted interpretation of 
his interest in the unique project and 
his extraordinary action in going into 
another empire to dedicate it in persou 
is based on the fact that the project as­ 
sumed definite shape under the protec­ 
tion, if not promotion, of his father. 
The idea of planting Lutheranism in 
the holy city goes back further than 
that, but when the present kaiser’s fa­ 
ther visited Jerusalem in 1869, being 
then crown prince, the late Sultan Ab­ 
dul Aziz presented to him the site of an 
old crusade chnrch, and on this site the 
church to be dedicated next month was 
built. 
The day of dedication, Oct. 31— 
it is to be so called—is the day on which 
the Prussians commemorate the Refor­ 
mation. The church, in deference to the

G en­ 
eral Alger inspected the three division 
hospitals, going through every ward. 
He shook hands and spoke encouraging 
words to the sick men, and, in one in ­ 
stance, a discharge was asked for by a 
sick m an. 
His name was taken, and 
the secretary said it would be attended 
to. 
The regim ents of the three d i­ 
visions were reviewed. 
A t the conclu­ 
sion of his labors, Secretary Alger said 
in response to a question: 
“ I am highly delighted w ith all I 
have seen, and am very agreeably su r­ 
prised at the conditions th a t I find ex­ 
isting in Camp Cuba L ibre.” 
As Jacksonville has been considered 
to have the best and healthiest cam p in 
the country, his statem ent m eans much. 
^ A luncheon was tendered to the sec­ 
retary and party at noon, aud in re­ 
sponse to a toast, drunk standing, he 
said in part th at the health of this camp 
has been better than th at of any other 
in the country. 
T w enty-five per cent 
of th at has been due to the city of Jack ­ 
sonville and 76 per cent had been due to 
G eneral Lee. 
Sickness was largely the 
fau lt of commanders, division, regim en­ 
tal and company commanders. 
He had 
granted General Lee a short leave of ab­ 
sence. 
The organizing and equipping of an 
arm y of 250,000 men carrying on a war 
in two continents in tile space of three 
m ouths had been a trem endous under­ 
taking. 
The secretary of war had been 
ably assisted in this undertaking by 
the surgeon general aud the q u arter­ 
m aster departm ent. 
Their work had 
been little sin rt of miraculous.

I may be buried in oblivion or in 
tile grave, but the unbiased historian 
will give the world the im partial record 
of w hat has been accomplished, aud 
th e record will stand forever as a m onu­ 
m ent to the greatness of this nation and 
of its boundless resources.’’

world. 
“ W hen the w ar began I issued an 
order th at the north and south should 
be brigaded together.

tional lines of the north and south no t 
longer exist, and I thank God th at I 
have lived to see the day w hen we have 
a united country.”

The New York Herald’s special cor­ 
respondent at Havana, writing under 
the date of Sept. 10 about the plans of 
the Cuban national party, says: The 
evacuation commission held this morn­ 
ing its longest and most important ses­ 
sion since its arrival. 
The session was 
held on the Resolute, but I am not per­ 
mitted to even intimate the nature of 
the business transacted. 
General Rodriguez told Mr. Porter, 
who visited his camp at San Jose de las 
Lajas incognito yesterday, that his men 
were so hungry and foot! was so scare 
that he doubted his ability to preserve 
the peace unless relief supplies were 
soon obtained. 
Tho unofficial informa­ 
tion brought by Mr. Porter, with that 
received from other sources regarding 
the insurgents’ condition, inclines the 
commission to move faster than was at 
first 
contemplated. 
General 
Butler 
lunched aboard the Resolute for the first 
time since he moved to Vedado, owing 
to the length of the commission’s ses­ 
sion. 
The date of the removal of the 
rest of the party to Vedado is still un­ 
settled. 
Mr. Porter w ill move in town 
from Vedado to Pasaje on his return 
from his trip to the sugar country. 
Benjamin Guerra, treasurer of the 
Cuban junta, returned this morning 
from his visit to the camp of the insur­ 
gent leader Rodriguez. 
I found him at 
the Hotel Inglatenm. 
When I asked 
him about the plans of the Cuban na­ 
tional party, be said: 
“ Since my arrival here I have been 
treated with the utmost courtesy by the 
Spaniards, although not allowed to land 
when I first arrived hora 
Senor Perez, 
chief of the harbor police, has placed his 
office at my disposal and done all in Ilia 
power to make me comfortable. 
I have 
met nearly all the Cuban leaders in and 
aronnd Havana, and so am thoroughly 
conversant with the situation. I am de­ 
lighted at the spirit of law aud order 
that all manifest. 
The Cubans, who 
have been fighting in the field for three 
years, are not only willing but anxious 
to lay down their machetes and return 
to their homes. ” 
“ Is the Cubain national party suc­ 
ceeding iii counteracting the annexation 
sentiment?’’ I asked. 
“ It is a mistake to call the new 
movement a national party, ” was Guer­ 
ra’s emphatic reply. 
“ We are nota 
party; we are the unified sentiment of 
all Cuba Independence is the only idea 
even considered by the inhabitants of 
the island today. The only annexation­ 
ists are the Spaniards aud the ultra 
Spanish sympathizers, who will soon 
leave Cuba forever. 
It is a positive 
crime to mistrust for a moment the sol­ 
emn pledge of the American congress 
that it was their belief that Cuba ought 
to be independent 
“ I am by uo means certain that a 
large army of occupation w ill be sent 
here, as seems to be generally expected. 
The commissioners are now studying 
the situation 
They may decide that 
some of our own Cuban army is suffi­ 
ciently strong aud well disciplined to 
maintain order 
Cuba will always be 
commercially annexed to the United 
States. Our first duty iu organizing the 
government w ill be to build a golden 
bridge for capital and labor between 
the two countries. 
“ The question of the hour now is 
how the Cuban army can be fed uutil it 
is disbanded 
Before the protocol was 
sigued the army lived ou the resources 
of the enemy. Since then, limier strict 
orders trom our government, they have 
abstained from taking anything belong­ 
ing to the Spaniards. In the entire army 
of Rodriguez only one man has stolen 
anything He was a private soldier. He 
was court martialed and will be shot 
today 
I admit that we have some mis­ 
trust of the protestations of friendship 
of the autonomists, who were formerly 
loyal Spaniards, but we must leave ev­ 
ery door open to any one who wishes to 
join the independence movement.’’ 
Fernando Freyre, auditor general un­ 
der the Oubau government, which he 
represents iii Havana as a special com 
missioner, with the avowed purpose 
only of informing the Cubans in the 
cities regarding the nature and aims of 
the Cuban government, accorded me 
the following interview this morning, 
mainly spontaneous but partly elicited 
by questions: 
•‘My mission is simply to encourage 
confidence in the generosity of the 
American government and the disinter 
ested nature of its efforts. I endeavor to 
persuade all Cuban patriots to forget 
the past hatred and bury all animosity 
against the Spaniards aud those Cubans 
who aided Spain. 
The task has been 
lasy so far, as all desire to hasten 
peace, 
the only difficulty being the 
Spanish failure to recognize the armis­ 
tice fully. This failure consists in their 


maintaining high dirties, preventing our 
importing supplies for our men and by 
the violation of the armistice near our 
camps, killing one of our officers near 
Guinea and imprisoning another at 
Matanzas. 
The latter went to Gaines, 
and then by Spanish advice to Matanzas, 
to complain of the death of the first. 
They continue the detention of political 
prisoners in Cuba who are of the same 
sort as those already released in Spain. 
“ lam absolutely confident from the 
correspondence between President Mc­ 
Kinley and Estrada Palma of the Cuban 
junta that it is the intention of the ad­ 
ministration to recognize the complete 
independence of Cuba. 
Whatever may 
happen regarding annexation in the fu­ 
ture, even should the whole Cuban peo­ 
ple ask for annexation, I am certain 
that the American government would 
not grant it—at least till after inde­ 
pendence had been recognized. 
If after 
establishing an independent government 
a plebiscite showed a desire for annexa­ 
tion, no doubt it would receive favora­ 
ble consideration at Washington. 
“ The only question is in what form 
America would recognize our independ­ 
ence. 
America cannot recognize the 
present government; that is out of the 
question. 
We would not ask or wish 
that, because under our laws the pres­ 
ent government was only authorized for 
the war. 
This present government has 
arranged for an assembly to be held at 
Camaguey Oct. IO. 
The assembly will 
comprise 48 delegates, some 01 whom 
are already being elected in Havana 
province by balloting, begun yesterday 
and ending tomorrow. 
The votes are 
only to be taken where the Cabans con­ 
trol in the fields aud in the few cities at 
present in our hands. The total vote in 
the island will be probably slightly 
more than 20,000, the total cast in Au­ 
gust, 1897. 
We do not consider that 
this vote fully represents the whole is­ 
land by any means, but adopt it as the 
best method at our disposal and will 
provide for a full election later for an 
assembly to frame an entirely new con­ 
stitution and government. 
“ The duty of the assembly of Oct. IO 
will be simply to arrange for a census 
of the voters of the whole island, make 
the necessary modifications in the elec­ 
tion law and appoint a commission to 
visit Washington to consult regarding 
a later election, the form of the inde­ 
pendent government desired, the nature 
of the constitution, etc. 
No decision 
will be arrived at on these points pend­ 
ing the return of this commission from 
Washington, but it is already possible 
to ontline the platform of the Cubau 
national patty. 
“ Manhood suffrage for all expressing 
a desire to become Cuban citizens will 
be open to all holding property or inter­ 
ests in the island or having a Cuban 
wife or children, born on the island or 
having a residence on the island prior 
to the beginning of the war in February. 
1895. 
“ The constitution contemplated will 
closely follow American lines, with the 
modifications necessitated by the small­ 
ness of Cuba’s population. It is impos­ 
sible on this account in our democratic 
republic to follow the full federal char 
acier of the United States constitution, 
but a similar decentralization of the 
government authority will be our aim 
to the utmost possible extent. 
“ We believe the occupation by Amer­ 
ican troops should not last beyond the 
evacuation. Anything further would be 
warranted only by the lack of discipline 
in our forces or by disturbances in the 
cities. 
But our forces are thoroughly 
disciplined, aud there is not the slight­ 
est danger of a disturbance in the cities. 
Should the Americans desire we would 
supply the soldiers necessary to occupy 
the fortifications vacated by the Span­ 
iards, thus saving risk from climate for 
6,000 or 7,000 American troops that it 
might otherwise be considered necessary 
to send to Cuba. 
“ No Cuban is a soldier from inclina­ 
tion. 
All are anxious to live aud work 
peacefully, but all equally determined 
uot to lay down their arms till an inde­ 
pendent government is recognized. ’’

Kitchener in the Sudan means some­ 
thing more than a mere triumph for 
British arras. 
It has wider aud deeper 
significance than is conveyed by the 
statement that the murder of General 
Gordon has been avenged. 
England’s 
greatest desert fighter did uot plan one 
of the most successful military expedi­ 
tions in history merely to avenge the 
death of Gordon. 
The capture of Om- 
durinan and Khartum means the ulti­ 
mate completion of an unbroken chain 
of British possessions from Cape Colony 
to the Mediterranean. 
The captured 
cities are to be way stations in one of 
the richest valleys in the world, which, 
nuder British control, will be thrown 
open to the commerce of all nations. 
The American producers and manu­ 
facturers will have equal opportunities 
with the people of all nations in the 
development of the Nile valley. 
It is 
true that the British policy is to follow 
the flag with British commerce, but it 
is also their policy to open the doors to 
all nations. 
This region is destined to 
be another India, with a rich and con­ 
stantly growing market for all the 
products of civilization. In this land of 
matchless fertility and undeveloped re 
sources the American producer is pre­ 
sented with opportunities equal to those 
that are offered by the orient.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

This will be a great disappointment 
I to the British foreign office, which en­ 
tertained strong hopes that as secretary 
of state he would be favorable to a 
specific arrangement betw’een the United 
States aud Great Britain intreating the 
I Chinese question. 
Mr. Hay, however, 
w'ill oppose it. 
He recognizes that the 
interests of the two countries regarding 
China are identical, but he believes 
they should act separately. 
As Augusta intends to press a claim 
for compensation for public buildings 
aud other government chattels in Porto 
Rico, Cuba aud the Philippines it is in­ 
teresting to know that Mr. Hay consid­ 
ers such claims to be absurd, as all ter­ 
ritory surrendered by Spain includes 
government property.

SITUATION IN CRETE.

T ro u b le In the Recent Im b ro g lio. 
James 13. Angell, the retiring minis 
ter to Turkey, said: “ When I left Con­ 
stantinople, it was clear that the situa­ 
tion in Crete was becoming desperate. 
Its development and the recent slaugh­ 
ter prove how serious the position is. It 
will require special and extreme reme­ 
dies. It is not easy to discern the wisest 
course to restore permanent order, but 
the action of tho powers must be vigor­ 
ous. It is certain that Turkey will not 
easily be got to withdraw her troops. 
The present lawlessness is deplorable, 
but Turkey doesn’t care for the sacrifice 
of life. It is not much to the Turks. 
“ Every action of the sultan, who is 
the absolute monarch, in defying the 
powers and refusing to pay recent claims 
has met with the approval of his sub 
jects. He is incensed at the refusals of 
the admirals to allow him to increase 
the Turkish garrison in Crete. The set­ 
tlement cf the question now becomes 
absolutely necessary from every stand­ 
point. But Turkey will offer resistance 
through the sultan, who has gained 
great prestige with the people since the 
Greek war, which strengthens his hand. 
The whole question is full of anxiety 
It may lead to serious complications. 
America has no interest in Crete save 
for humanity. I consider the czar’s pro­ 
posal for international disarmament 
worth favorable consideration. America 
has always favored such an idea. I be­ 
lieve America will assist in bringing 
about a reduction of armament, as huge 
armies are too burdensome to all coun­ 
tries. 
As to an Anglo-American alli­ 
ance, I favor a better understanding 
without a formal community of inter­ 
ests. I don’t think an offensive and de­ 
fensive alliance is possible, bat hope 
any effort to promote a better under­ 
standing may succeed. It would lead to 
greater freedom of trade aud many other 
beneficial results. ’’—New York Journal.

Consul General Mason sends from 
Frankfort, under date of Aug. 22, 1898, 
the following translation of an article 
in the Frankfurter Zeitung of Aug. *20, 
1898. 
The article is especially apropos 
just now, as it discusses the results of 
the war. Some of the striking para­ 
graphs follow: 
“ The conclusion of peace which ends 
the Spanish-American war marks anew 
epoch iu history not only for tho United 
States, but likewise for Europe. The 
United States has taken an important 
step toward the exclusive control of the 
American continent. It has also reached 
beyond that and claimed its share in the 
conduct of the world’s affairs. Since it 
now controls the West Indies the con­ 
struction of the Nicaraguan canal will 
be no longer delayed. Then will the 
eastern and western portions of the Un­ 
ion be brougiit into closer relations, 
which will bo of important significance 
not only for the commerce, but for the 
naval power of the United States. 
“ From San Francisco westward by 
way of Hawaii and the Ladrone and 
Philippine islands, which will be de­ 
veloped into strongholds of American 
power, the United States will reach 
across the Pacific ocean to the Asiatic 
coast aud will have a powerful voice in 
deciding the destiny of eastern Asia, for 
it has there just as important commer­ 
cial in forests to foster and protect as 
any of the European powers. That it 
realizes fully the importance of this and 
other questions at issue ie evinced by the 
promptness with which it is proceeding 
to a notable strengthening of its navy 
and standing army. 
“ The people of the United States, in 
respect to their resources and capacity 
of performance, can no longer be com­ 
pared with any other single nation. 
The comparison must be made with the 
entire rest of tho world. They form the 
clearest aud moat convincing proof that 
the United States is, in fact, a great 
world power and as such must have a 
world policy. 
“ What would have happened had 
Spain triumphed in this war? National 
darkness, narrowness and corruption 
would have prevailed, aud everywhere 
the advocates of political aud clerical 
absolutism, which the Spanish govern­ 
mental system breeds and fosters, would 
have 
gained 
new 
aud 
important 
strength. But this has not happened, 
and for these reasons it can bo fairly 
said that tho victory of tho United 
States is a triumph for progress aud a 
gain for mankind. 
“ The new world power lias now some 
new and difficult problems to solve. 
Cuba will present a serious task, and 
tho Philippine question will be still 
more complex and difficult. Cuba eau 
be managed by the Americans alone, 
but the Philippines are a realm in 
Which the interests of other great pow­ 
ers meet and collide. From the manner 
in which the United States government 
meets aud solves this problem will be 
seen and demonstrated whether it can 
command the wisdom aud moderation 
proportionate to its opportunity aud 
power. ’’

T he A ge o f Niagnro Full*. 
At the recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Association For the Advancement 
of Science Professor C. F Wright read 
a paper on “ The Age of Niagara Falls 
as Indicated by the Width of the Gorge 
at Lewiston. ” 
“ The late Dr. H all,” said the speak­ 
er, “ early noted the significant fact 
that the outlet of the chasm below 
Niagara falls is scarcely wider than 
elsewhere along its course. Clearly this 
is important evidence of the late date 
of its origin. A close examination made 
this summer strengthens the force of 
the argument, since the disintegrating 
forces tending to enlarge the outlet and 
give it a V shape are more rapid than 
have been supposed. 
“ At the lowest estimate 12,000 years 
only would be required for the enlarge 
ment of the upper part of the mouth of 
the gorge 1,000 feet on each side, which 
is largely in excess of the actual amount 
of enlargement. 
Some of the recent es­ 
timates, therefore, w hich would make 
the gorge from 80,000 to 40,000 years 
old are evidently extravagant and must 
incorporate some error in their pre­ 
mises. The gorge cannot be much more 
than 10,000 years old and is p ro b a b ly 
Considerably less. ”

Nearly 200,000 people of the Chero­ 
kee strip recently celebrated the fifth 
anniversary of the opening of the strip, 
says the New York Sun. 
On the 16th 
of September, 1893, according to proc­ 
lamation of President Cleveland, the 
Cherokee strip, or outlet, 60 miles wide 
by 300 miles long—laud formerly owmed 
by the Cherokee Indians aud used by 
them as a passage strip from their main 
possessions to a fine hunting ground in 
Colorado—was opened to settlers. 
A 
few cattle ranged on the strip, but to­ 
day it is one of the finest farming sec­ 
tions in the United States. 
Where five years ago were vast prai­ 
ries are today farms, farmhouses, large 
towns and nearly 200,000 prosperous 
people. Perry, a city of 6,000 people, is 
the largest town. The railroad receipts 
for the past year were $500,000 
Wa­ 
terworks, electric lights, flouring mills, 
cotton gins aud 200 business houses are 
here. In one county alone in the Chero­ 
kee strip this and last season 6,000,000 
bushels of wheat were harvested each 
season. 
Every township has its full quota of 
school buildings and self sustaining 
schools run ten months in the year. The 
schools and school buildings are sus­ 
tained from public lands set apart for 
that purpose. Twenty good, prosperous 
towns are located in the strip. The strip 
has one fine $100,000 normal school 
building, which w ill be paid for from 
public lauds set apart. 
Perry has $30, • 
OOO in public school buildings. 
The 
total amount of taxable property for 
this new country, leaving out the farms, 
is $16,500,000, according to the govern­ 
or’s late report.

The New York Post’s correspondent 
at Ponce, writing under the date of 
Sept. 3 about commerce in Porto Rico, 
says: 
I bad hoped that ere this my corre­ 
spondence from this island might in­ 
clude some definite information which 
would he of interest and of service to 
merchants and manufacturers in differ­ 
ent lines of goods in the United States. 
But snapshot judgments and half baked 
opinions are apt to be somewhat more 
than useless because of their tendency 
to mislead. 
Owing to existing condi­ 
tions it is impossible even now to fur­ 
nish such information. 
The difficulty 
lies in that situation, so wholly familiar 
to Americau business men, known as 
“ the uncertainty regarding the tariff.” 
Excepting a few minor modifications, 
the old Spanish tariff has been adopted 
for present use by the new proprietors 
of this islam!. 
How long it may be left 
in operation no man can say. 
The im­ 
mediate result is local complaint and 
loss of business to American merchants. 
The people here are beginning to grum­ 
ble a bit. 
For the first two or three weeks of 
our occupation of a part of the island 
business was a secondary consideration. 
Everybody was having a kind of holiday 
except the hundreds of laborers, truck­ 
men and boatmen, for whom our opera­ 
tions furnished abundant employment. 
Tile majority had their attention and 
interest divided by novel aud stirring 
scenes. 
It was a time of excitement. ' 
Troops of cavalry, artillery and in- j 
fantry were coming and going in every 
direction. 
The streets were filled with 
sightseers, and business men stood in 
their shop doors to watch the little mil- j 
itary drama which was being played 
for their benefit. 
During this period 
certain lines experienced an unprece- I 
dented activity. 
The demand for eat- j 
ables and for drinkables was something 
beyond Porto Rican ideas. 
Peddlers of 
fruit, cakes and homemade confection- i 
ery (save the mark) appeared by the 
score. They came in swarms and droves. 
They pervaded the city aud the cam pH. 
But that is not business. 
After the first days of turmoil things 
began to settle a little. 
Shoppers, sol­ 
diers and sailors, officers and men, 
newspaper correspondents and a few 
other civilians filled the stores in search 
of curios and mementos aud for the 
purpose 
of 
replenishing 
wardrobes. 
That meant many sales and many pest)* 
in Porto Ricun cash boxes. 
But even 
that was not business. 
It represented 
only a brief and temporary condition. 
The rush of it was coon over, and the 
dispersion of troops to other points left 
Ponce to settle a bit into its normal 
state. The settling process bas continued 
with the return of troops to the States, 
and matters are now rapidly dropping 
into the normal groove. 
Merchants are 
looking over stocks depleted through 
several months of uncertain political 
and commercial conditions and are con­ 
sidering their replenishment 
The first problem is the cheapest 
market in which to place their orders, 
and there comes a trouble. The cheapest 
market today may be the dearest tomor­ 
row. A mull may place an order for do­ 
mestics in Manchester and an order for 
cutlery in Elberfeld only to find upon 
their arrival that the goods which B., 
his neighbor, ordered a few days later 
from New York enable B. to sell at less 
than A. ’s cost price, with urn pie margin 
of profit to B. 
The gates to the Porto 
Rican merchant’s millennium are not 
yet opened to him, and be gropes in 
outer darkness, hoping for a ray of 
light and grumbling at tile new govern­ 
ment which hides it from him. 
These 
conditions affect the Americau merchant 
who muy desire to solicit trade on the 
island 
His representative would prob­ 
ably find an active interest in his sam­ 
ples, but he would strike the snag of an 
unknown quantity in tariff regulations 
aud stand a good chance of returning 
with little more than a goodly collec­ 
tion of prom i ses of orders—*' next time. ’ ’ 
Every commercial traveler and every 
business man W'ho sends out travelers 
knows very well the commercial value 
of the “ promise book. “ 
Another feature of the commercial 
situation in Pgrto Rico occurs in the 
line of Americans who contemplate a 
removal to the island aud the establish­ 
ment of wholesale or retail business.

From my observations in both 
Pity and country I should say there was 
little encouragement for dealers in boots 
and shoes. 
Men, women aud children

roads aud about the towns. 
Shoes are 
worn, of course. 
But neither in Ponce 
nor in Mayaguez, two of the three lar­ 
gest cities, is there a stock of boots aud 
shoes in any one store which would la 
considered half a stock in an American 
lity of half their size. 
Of those I have 
seen 
there have been 
few goods of 
American manufacture. 
Much the same applies with regard 
to clothing. The great majority of Porto 
RicuiiN do not burden themselves with 
garments or with a vast assortment of 
them. Au old hat, a ragged shirt and a 
pair of dirty cotton or linen trousers 
appear to constitute the entire outfit of 
most of those whom one meets iu going 
about tile country aud of a very notice­ 
able proportion of those seen in the 
towns. 
Feminine apparel appears to he 
equally limited along its special line 
of construction. 
There is little to be 
said about juvenile apparel. Hornet lines 
it consists of a rag; sometimes it does 
not. 
Hats are a local industry. 
The 
material used is some form of native 
grass, and a 25 cent hat w ill last a year 
or two. In house furnishings the same 
general condition obtains. 
Dwellings 
throughout the country are of simple 
construction aud simply furnished. 
I have no datu upon which to basti 
such a proposition, bat the impression 
leit bv my observation in the cities and 
by sundry trips of from 20 to 60 miles 
into the country woald be quite de­ 
cidedly that the entire retail business 
of the island would be less in amount 
than that transacted in any American 
city of 150,000 to 200,000 inhabitants. 
There are ninny articles of American 
manufacture which, if tariff conditions 
w ill permit, ought to Is* successfully 
introduced into the Porte Rican market, 
hut there would seem to he little chance 
for American wholesale or retail stores. 
For the present, at least, little can ho 
dona 
There must be some definite ud- 
ias tm cut of the tariff question. 
T h e, 


recognition, or even a tentative recogni­ 
tion, of Porto Rico as a part of tho 
United Htates wonld do mach to solve 
many difficulties. It wonld give to mer­ 
chants here a working basis. 
Commer­ 
cially there can be no question that the 
inclusion of the island as an integral 
part of the United Htates would be of 
mutual advantage. 
It would give to the people here a 
broader commercial life, and to us it 
would give the greater part of what 
market there it. 
If the island be given 
some form of colonial government, with 
power to regulate its own customs du­ 
ties aud taxes, its trade with the Htates 
on the American continent w ill 
be 
greatly restricted, with no resultant 
benefit to the people. 
It would also be 
placed in a political situation which I 
am well convinced would be objection­ 
able to the dourest thinking people of 
tho island. 
They would prefer to be a 
spoke iii tile American wheel rather 
than a fly upon its rim. 
The free opening of the ports of the 
island to the entry of American goods 
would give us practically the whole of 
their trade. 
Nor would this operate to 
the disadvantage of tile people of the 
island. We must assume that there w ill 
bo in any event a duty placed on im ­ 
ports from 
Europe. 
Free American 
good* versus European goods plus a 
necessary tariff would economize the 
cost of living for the majority if not for 
all. The Porto Rican merchant can now 
purchase domestics aud sheetings, as he 
does, in Liverpool and Manchester, at a 
lower figure than he can in New York. 
An equal tariff on both would exclude 
the American article. 
The freedom of 
the port to tho American product would 
put those g 
(is on the retail murket at 
lower prices than those at which they 
are now sold. The same applies to other 
lines which muy be regarded as necessi­ 
ties. 
The duty on flour has been enor­ 
mous. 
Our trade in that article oonld 
be very greatly extended and advantage 
come to both parties. Houlsowith some 
if not with ull forms of pa)*er. 
Paper 
hags for grocers and other merchants are 
almost a luxury here. They ure so cost­ 
ly that they might almost lie hung on 
the walls as ornaments. 
We can place 
both flour and paper on the island with 
profit to ourselves aud with advantage 
to the islanders. 
We can do many 
things with beneficial commercial re­ 
sults to ourselves and to them, and the 
sooner we get the gates open the better 
it w ill he for txith.

As the date for the rem arkable trip of 
Emperor W illiam to Palestine draw s 
near interest in the event grows intense, 
un* iii church circles everyw here it 
forms a topic of absorbing discussion, 
(lerm any’s young kaiser w ill dedicate 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the 
Saviour in Jerusalem , but equally w ith 
that fact has attention the w orld over 
been attracted to the im perial pilgrim ­ 
age to the Holy Land by the fact th at 
it is the first tim e that the head of a 
Protestant nation invades the homo of 
[slamisin to he received there w ith 
m arked honors. 
( 
The sultan of Turkey has made ex­ 
tensive preparations to welcome him in 
the various parts of his dom inion th at 
are on the kaiser’s itinerary. Not only 
will the pomp of officialdom and the 
glam our of m ilitary pageant greet G er­ 
m any’s ruler aud his party in the realm 
of Abdul Hamid, but the visit w ill be 
specially m arked by the g ift of the one 
sovereign to the other of the site of the 
Lord’s last supper. 
The date of the kaiser’s departure 
from G erm any bas been postponed from 
Oct. IO to Get. 16. 
Jerusalem w ill be 
reached toward the end of the m onth, 
and on the Bist day of the m onth the 
church for which he has shown so much 
solicitude and which has perhaps the 
strangest surroundings of any C hristian 
chnrch the world over, w ill be dedi­ 
cated by him. 
Moslem mosques rear 
their graceful domes and M ohammedan­ 
ism is evident in the m inarets th at 
pierce the sky on this side and th at of 
w hat w ill probably alw ays be known 
as the kaiser’s church, even though a 
name w ill be officially given to it. That 
name 
is 
the Evangelical 
Lutheran 
Church of the Saviour. Soon it w ill be 
one of 
strange Jerusalem ’s strangest 
modern features to the thousands who 
journey to the famed city to see the 
places th at knew C hrist when he was 
on earth. 
The building rises far above 
those about it, tow ering over tem ples of 
the prophet, perhaps sym bolically of 
the greater altitude of tho religion for 
which it stands a silent but prom inent 
witness. 
The cost of its erection was 
more than $300,000, and the emperor is 
said to have contributed the greater 
part of the money. 
The rem ainder was 
subscribed in various am ounts by P rot­ 
estants in all parts of the fatherland. 
W illiam was too deeply iii sympathy 
w ith the movement to see it even delay­ 
ed in its march for lack of money, so 
that when fresh sums were needed it 
was only necessary for bim to know it 
and the am ounts were forthcoming. 
Some have said that the young kaiser in 
this liberality tow ard the expenses of 
the building of the church was infill 
enoed by a desire to use the incident of 
its dedication to establish him self as 
the head of Lutheranism everywhere, 
even as the pope is the head of tho ii"- 
uian Catholic church in all lands. 
A 
more widely accepted interpretation of 
his interest in the unique project and 
his extraordinary action in going into 
another em pire to dedicate it in person 
is based on the fact that the project as­ 
sumed definite shape under the protec­ 
tion, if not promotion, of his father. 
The idea of planting Lutheranism in 
the holy city goes back further than 
that, but when the present kaiser’s fa­ 
ther visited Jerusalem in 1869, being 
thou crown prince, the late Sultan Ab­ 
dul Aziz presented to him the site of an 
old crusade church, and on this site the 
church to be dedicated next m onth was 
built. 
The day of dedication, Oct. S l­ 
it is to be co called— is the day on which 
the Prussians commemorate the Refor­ 
mation. The church, in deference to the 
history of its site, is symbolical in both 
its exterior and interior parts largely 
of the crusades. 
Massive m arble por­ 
tals, stucco work, immense naves, he 
roio figures in the ornam entation aud 
gorgeous cathedral windows help to 
lend the crusade character to the struc* 


Church of tne navlour ny rue race m at 
the kaiser him self w ill dedicate it on 
this rem arkable trip has given rise to 
fresh discussions of the evident inten­ 
tion to Lutheranize the Holy Land. The 
Christian world is looking on w ith deep 
interest.— New York Journal.
